For the 
purpose of test, the expert of the board 
took samples of Hoar, sugar, bread soda, 
cream of tartar, and baking powders, 
obtained in store in forty cities and 
towns. The flour was found in all in- 
stances to be wholly free from foreign 
substances, and with the exception of 
one or two coarse varieties of brown 
sugar, no adulteration wu found in that 
artiole; and in these isolated oases there 
wms reason for thinking that the defects 
were due to imperfections ia the pro- 
cess of manufacture. The soda exam- 
ined, although sold under a variety of 
names, snob as salaratns, bi-oarbonate, 
super-carbonate, and cooking soda, was 
all foand to be much the same artiole, 
and nearly all of it good. The poor 
toda was that which had not been prop- 
erly cured of the crude soda tab, but 
this sulphate is not injurious to health. 
Baking powders were found to be pure 
in twenty-four instances out of thirty- 
three. The adulteration consisted in 
in excess of flour or starch over that 
needed for mixing the soda and cream 
of tartar. There wag also some alumn 
found. In cream cf tartar a consider- 
able amount of adulteration was de- 
tected.

A reporter of the 1'ailadclphia Bul- 


letin recently held a conversation with 
E. II. Nixon, of New York, who for a 
number of years resided in North Caro 
lina with Judge Tourgee, the author of 
the well-known book, "A Fool's Er- 
rand," and who. thoroughly corroborates 
the facts given in that book under the 
guise of fiction concerning many out- 
rage* committed by the Ku K!ui in 
North Carolina. 


Mr. Nixon went South in 1870, Md 


stopped with Judge Tourgee, who is B 
relative. He became engaged in a 
manufacturing enterprise in the State 
of North Carolina, and had B better 
opportunity of knowing of the various 
Ku Klux outrages than almost anybody 
else. Judge Tourgee wu in charge of 
the Seventh judicial district, embracing 
eight counties, and people from all 
sections were in the habit of coming 
to him with stories of crimes commit- 
ted by the Ku Klux. Mr. Ninon thus 
had a good chance of seeing and under- 
standing matters. 


In regard to the political outrages 


committed, and the social ostracism ex- 
isting in North Carolina, Mr. Nixon 
said : "There are a great many people 
throughontthe North who have an idea 
that these things are exaggerated and 
gotten up for Apolitical effect, but the 
fact is that, instead of being exaggera- 
ted, I don't believe 10 per cent, of the 
infamies are known at all. Of many 
incidents related in Judge Tourgee's 
book, most of them are founded on ac- 
tual facts. Of course the names of 
the characters and localities are chang- 
ed, but the main facts are from actual 
experience. 


"There is one chapter, for example, 


which speaks of the murder of a State 
Senator, whose name is given as John 
Walters. The story is true in evelry 
particular, as I was intimately acquaint- 
ed with the man. He was a Skate Sen- 
ator from Casswell county, and the 
murder was committed in broad day- 
light in the court house at Yanoeyville, 
and Judge Tourgee has the sworn tes- 
timony of several colored men who 
overheard the conversation of the two 
colored men who took part in it 
No 


one was ever punished for the crime. 


"The whole drift of the book is to 


suggest remedies for many of the 
troubles that have been and are likely 
to exist in the South. Judge Tourgee's 
idea is to correct these evils by educa- 
ting the rising generation. An en- 
lightened population would not so eas- 
ily run into error. He says the nation- 
al government should take charge of 
this education, as the government is re- 
sponsible for the prevailing ignorance 
having recognized slavery while it was 
in force, The people in power in th« 
South hold their influence by means ol 
their superior intelligence, and the 
trouble can only be cored by educating 
the rising generation." 


In regard to the letters published in 


the "Fool's Errand," purporting to be 
letters from United States Senators anc 
Congressmen, Mr. Nixon says the cor- 
respondence actually took place, and 
he has now in his possession, in an old 
letter-book, copies of the originals. 
Judge Tourgee, in attending his dis- 
trict, had to travel in a buggy through 
eight counties, and had some pretty 
close shaves with the Ku Klux. He 
always carried a revolver, which he 
knew how to use. He received numer- 
ous letters to clear out of the country, 
but never paid much attention to them. 


Mr. Nixon said he believed the same 


spirit of outrage existed among the 
people of North Carolina, although 
there was nothing to be gained by it 
The Democratic press spoke of Judge 
Tourgeo as "a carpet-bagger," although 
he had lived in the South for fourteen 
or fifteen years.
